larger area for a real highspeed no gimmick 
event (we thought), but we underestimated John 
Snyder’s ingenuity in this department. 

Using one of the drives approaching the main 
parking lot for a speed getter-upper, he had us 
entering the course with speed enough to re- 
quire a down-shift into first coming into the 
first hard right. From then on it was a com- 
bination high-speed (relatively) memory eourse. 
Using a natural traffic island near the center and 
a total of six one-quart oil (Castrol naturally)

“E” FOR EFFORT! 


It seems as though once a PCAer attends a 
Parade, nothing . . . but NOTHING can keep 
him from being on hand for the next one! 

Marty Barber, Jacksonville, Fla., was bowling 
along in his coupe somewhere in Georgia the 
night before the Parade en route to Washington. 
A “big iron” hogging the road forced Marty’s 
car and another off the road. The coupe rolled 
. . . Marty emerged unscathed . . . pushed up 
the roof . . . pulled the fenders off the front 
wheels and undaunted, drove the “bashed beetle” 
the remaining 600 miles WITHOUT lights, horn, 
turn-signals or WINDSHIELD . . . arriving on 
time at the Parade! 

This we call E for Effort and Enthusiasm! 
Marty borrowed a car (which he later bought 
and drove home) and is shown below taking a 
hard-left in the Parade Gymkhana. 











The Porsche Factory, we have all happily 
learned, does not wait for next year’s model to 
incorporate modifications and improvements. 
Whenever it appears to be necessary and desir- 
able, the required changes are put into produc- 
tion even in the middle of a production series. 
Very often the modification can be performed on 
older models to bring it up to specifications. 


The factory sends out Service Bulletins incor- 
porating these changes or modifications to all 
dealers. We have found, in a few cases that the 
dealer has lost the Bulletin, never heard of it or, 
in some instances, will install an old part rather 
than the modification or replacement. 


Factory 


As in the past, we will continue to publish 
factory recommended modifications or replace- 
ments. While they (the factory )have never been 
in accord with the do-it-yourself operation, we 
believe that, with appropriate tools and careful 
work, most Porsche owners can perform most of 
the recommended modifications. We suggest 
that, when having a Porsche dealer install re- 
placements or make modifications you insist upon 
the latest Service Bulletin being used.

putting out .4 HP with only 2 carbon brushes. 
The new starter has a higher starting speed and 
provides increased starting capacity. 


Item: PISTONS WITH OFFSET PINS 


Engine type: 
1600N as of Engine No. P-64628 
1600S as of Engine No. P-80941 


The offset pins are not on the centerline of the 
piston. The pistons can be recognized by the 
2 recesses milled into the head to clear the ex- 
haust valve. The recesses make it possible to use 
the same pistons for all 4 cylinders. When re- 
pairing an engine with such pistons make sure 
that the arrow punched into the head points 
toward the flywheel. 


Item: CLEANING HEADLINERS 


To clean Headliners use only a good kitchen 
soap or good quality soap flakes . . . dissolved 
in lukewarm water. Only clean water and a 
clean sponge should be used. After cleaning the 
liner should be wiped off with clear water to 
avoid spots. 


Claims concerning liners cannot be accepted if 
they have been spoiled by using an inappropriate 
cleansing agent. 


Item: SHIFT FORKS 


Type: 356A, Transmission type 644 as of 
Transmission No. 14053 


Bronze shift forks will replace the old steel 
shift forks. Steel shift forks showing any signs 
of wear should be replaced with the bronze shift 
forks. When replacing the shift fork, always 
replace the matching shift collar also. 


Item: VENTILATED BRAKE DRUMS AND 
BRAKE LININGS 


Type: 356A 


All production cars will be fitted with brake 
drums having 5 ventilation holes and brake lin- 
ings with transverse grooves. The holes provide 
better cooling and the dust grooves help to re- 
move lining dust from the shoes to improve 
braking action. 





Niodifications 


Older models can be modified as follows: 


” 


Ventilation holes have a diameter of 5/16 
and are drilled between the rim studs at 36° from 
the stud centerline. Thus the holes are covered 
by the rim and no water or dirt can enter. When 
drilling holes, care should be taken so that drill 
does not damage the friction surface of the cast 
brake ring when breaking through. 


Figure 2. shows dimensions for grooving slots 
in brake lining. 


Figure 1. shows positioning of holes on drum.

The grooves in the brake lining are 1/8” to 
5/32” wide and spaced on the lining as shown in 
Figure 2. 

Work Procedure: 
1. Make a template of 1/8” thick sheet metal 
according to Figure 3. 
2. When drilling front brake drums cover 
hubs with clean cloth to prevent chips from 
entering bearings. 


... drift to page 14 


. drifted from page 13 
Fit template to 2 wheel studs in turn and 
scribe 5 ventilation holes. Center punch. 
Drill ventilation holes on radial drill. Care 
should be taken so that brake rings are not 
damaged.

5. Remove burrs from ventilation holes. 
6. Clean brake drums thoroughly of chips and 
dirt and install.
